On the contrary, Obſcurity renders them more 
dangerous; as leſs thought of: Law can pronounce judg- 
ment only on open facts; Morality alone can paſs cen- 
ſure on intentions of miſchief ;- ſo that for ſecret ca- 
lumny, or the arrow flying in the dark, there is no 
public puniſhment left, but what a good Writer inflicts. 
4 * The next objection is, that theſe ſort of authors are 
Poor. That might de pleaded as an excuſe at the Old 
, for leſſer crimes than Defamation, -(for tis the 
eaſe of: almoſt all who are tried there) hut ſure it can 
de none: For who will pretend that the robbing another :

the temporary, or, at beſt, mortal favours of the great. 
It was doubtleſs for this conſideration, that when the 
Royal Bounty was lately extended, to a rural genius ry. 
care was taken to ſeltle it upon bim for life. And it 
hath been the practice of our Princes, never to remove 
from the ſtation of Poet Laureate any man who hath. 
once been choſen, tho never ſo much greater Genius's. 
might ariſe in his time. A noble inſtance, how much 
the charity of our monarchs hath exceeded their love:
